After spending 24 hours 
roped high up on the 
structures near Fort 
Saskatchewan, the Green¬ 
peace activists were arrest¬ 
ed by members of a special 
police climbing team 
shortly after 5 a.m. yester¬ 
day at Shell’s Scotford 
project. 

“It was a peaceful resolu¬ 
tion to what could have 
been a veiy dangerous sit¬ 
uation,” said RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Darren 
Anderson. 

In Calgary, Shell 
spokesman Phil Vircoe ex¬ 
pressed concern about 
“Greenpeace’s unsafe and 
confrontational tactics. 
This placed their own safe¬ 
ty at risk and also the safe¬ 
ty of others who were on 
site at that time and 
throughout this process.” 

Four protesters had 
agreed to an RCMP request 
to climb down from their 
perches Saturday evening 
after negotiations. 

The protesters are 
scheduled to appear in 
Sherwood Park Provincial 
Court on Wednesday.

Bi-annuai event heips agencies deliver services to the less fortunate

For some, a new lease on 
life begins with the basics: 
clean teeth, a haircut and a 
warm jacket. 

The creature comforts 
many take for granted in¬ 
spired frantic lineups at yes¬ 
terday’s bi-annual Homeless 
Connect, where a new pair 
of reading glasses and a ba¬ 
sic care package are invalu¬ 
able items. 

Dozens of social agencies 
providing solutions on 
housing, medical care, food, 
employment, counseling, 
clothing and child care 


came together under the 
roof of the Shaw Confer¬ 
ence Centre yesterday. 

“They’re receiving it in an 
environment that’s all 
about them,” said Home¬ 
ward Trust executive direc¬ 
tor Susan McGee, adding 
basic personal services like 
haircuts and a foot care clin¬ 
ic were most wanted. “It’s 
surprising how many peo¬ 
ple don’t access these serv¬ 
ices on a regular basis.” 


A 2008 count concluded 
nearly 3,100 people in Ed¬ 
monton are homeless. Of 
those, around 1,100 made it 
to Homeless Connect yes¬ 
terday, a number McGee 
said isn’t surprising, as 
many homeless intentional¬ 
ly avoid identifying them¬ 
selves as such. 

Attendees made a beeline 
for free winter coats, which 
were mostly picked- 
through by the afternoon, 


United Way staff said. 

Men’s winter coats are 
like gold at Homeless Con¬ 
nect, United Way staffer 
Earl Basechnilc said, adding 
though the majority of 
homeless in Edmonton are 
men, women take men’s 
coats more often than not. 

“Their coat is not only the 
thing that keeps them 
warm, but something they 
sleep on, it’s their linens 
and their pillow. Their 
footwear is their mode of 
transportation,” said 

spokeswoman Melanie 
Popowich. 

The group handed out 
nearly 2,000 coats yester¬ 
day, and worked together

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with other agencies to dis¬ 
tribute essentials. 

McGee said the event’s 
‘united front’ model needs 
to become the industry 
standard.

Archbishop laments scandal 

Faith left shaken after child-porn charges rock N.S. diocese

Catholics across Nova Sco¬ 
tia were given a very per¬ 
sonal, very anguished 
message when they went 
to church yesterday from 
the Archbishop of Halifax. 

All eyes have been on the 
church since former bishop 
Raymond Lahey of the Dio¬ 
cese of Antigonish was ar¬ 
rested and charged in Ot¬ 
tawa last week with possess¬ 
ing child pornography. 

Archbishop Anthony 


Mancini of Halifax, who has 
been appointed the apos¬ 
tolic administrator of the 
Antigonish diocese, dis¬ 
cussed the scandal in a let¬ 
ter to be read in every 
Catholic church in the 
province yesterday. 

At Saint Mary’s Basilica in 
Halifax he read the letter 
himself, which openly deals 
with him questioning his 
faith. 

“Enough is enough. How 
much more can all of us 
take?” he read. 

“Like you, my heart is 
broken, my mind is con¬ 


fused, my body hurts and I 
have moved in and out of a 
variety of feelings, especial¬ 
ly shame and frustration, 
fear and disappointment, 
along with a sense of vul¬ 
nerability and a tremen¬ 
dous poverty of spirit.” 

He questioned why God 
let it happen, what it could 
mean and whether this is “a 
time of purification, or is it 
nothing more than devasta¬ 
tion?” 

He ultimately urged 
Catholics to come together 
and gain strength from 
each other. 


Near the end of the serv¬ 
ice, a priest read a series of 
prayers, including one for 
victims of sexual abuse. 
When he finished, Mancini 
added one final prayer for 
the former bishop Lahey.

Well, the U-Pass was nice 
while it lasted. I suppose it 
was inevitable in a way: an 
ETS program that man¬ 
aged to double ridership 
with relatively low fares 
predictably tied to infla¬ 
tion ... it just had to be too 
good to be true. 

It’s not dead yet, but city 
administration just recom¬ 
mended nearly doubling 
the price, and that will not 
sit well with the university 


students that have to ap¬ 
prove it by referendum. 

Edmonton’s U-Pass pro¬ 
gram is already on the ex¬ 
pensive side at $97 per se¬ 
mester. 

Picture yourself as a stu¬ 
dent advocate. Do you 
gamble the entire program 
railing against the in¬ 
crease, or do you just hand 
your money over to the 
city? Would your answer 
change if I told you I 
thought the city was bluff¬ 
ing? Here’s why: the city 
auditor claims that the 
program “cost” them $6.6 
million in 2008. 

To get that number, they 
took the $6.5 million Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta and 
MacEwan University stu¬ 
dents paid and subtracted 


$2.6 million for increased 
service and an “opportuni¬ 
ty cost” of $10.5 million. 

An opportunity cost is 
the second choice you give 
up to get your first choice. 
But the city auditor’s use 
of “opportunity cost” in¬ 
cludes fares ETS would 
have charged U-Pass hold¬ 
ers to ride as much as they 
did in 2008. That’s non¬ 
sense: the opportunity cost 
needs to be calculated on 
ridership without the U- 
Pass. 

The whole point was to 
increase ridership by re¬ 
ducing up-front costs, and 
it did. Not only is the city 
claiming imaginary rev¬ 
enues on about 6.6 million 
trips, it’s ignoring more 
physical savings, like $3.4 


million in road mainte¬ 
nance and sustained fare 
revenue. Someone could 
probably use the same 
numbers to argue the pro¬ 
gram saves money, and 
with budget proceedings 
coming up this just comes 
across as a contrived cash- 
grab. Rather than increas¬ 
ing service to counter over¬ 
crowding and then send¬ 
ing students the bill, 
they’re skipping right to 
the bill. 

So, students, what’s it 
going to be? Call or fold? 
The future of the U-Pass is 
on the line.

A ceiling fan 
can move this hot air 
around and redistribute it 
into the room. 

Lower tech energy saving 
tips include blocking drafts. 
If you have older windows 
and don’t see yourself 
springing for new well- 
sealed ones this year consid¬ 
er sealing them with plas¬ 
tic. You can buy these win¬ 
dow sealing kits in hard¬ 
ware stores. It doesn’t look 


great at first but 
in a couple of 
days you won’t 
even notice it 
and you will 
be warmer.

sealing in heat, espe¬ 
cially at night. Don’t heat 
unused space: close doors 
to and vents in rooms that 
are not used or curtain off 
unused areas. 

Saving energy used for 
heating lets us actively par¬ 
ticipate in conservation and 
also save money. So dig out 
the sweaters and bundle 
up, and have a warm, safe, 
and less costly winter.

2010 Vancouver Olympics 
flame won’t be the only 
thing burning when the 
torch relay begins at the 
end of October, with its 
45,000-lcilometre journey 
by air, land and water into 
every corner of Canada 
generating its own share of 
carbon emissions. 

Vancouver Olympic offi¬ 
cials say they are updating 
their estimates of the torch 


relay’s carbon footprint, 
but pointed to a report re¬ 
leased in Januaiy 2008 by 
the David Suzuki Founda¬ 
tion. The report, using fig¬ 
ures from 2007, put the fig¬ 
ure at about 1,500 tonnes. 

Vehicle travel represent¬ 
ed about half of that esti¬ 


mate. The report estimated 
that the flame itself — 
which will be fuelled by a 
blend of propane, iso-bu- 
tane and hydrocarbons — 
will be responsible for 
about five tonnes of car¬ 
bon emissions. 

To put those numbers in 


perspective, the David 
Suzuki Foundation says 
driving a mid-size car for a 
year produces about five 
tonnes of carbon dioxide. 

The relay will make up 
just a small fraction of the 
total emissions associated 
with the Games — repre¬ 
senting about half a per 
cent, said Deborah Carlson, 
one of the authors of the 
David Suzuki Foundation 
report. the Canadian press

Finance ministers from the 
Group of Seven rich coun¬ 
tries warned the recovery 
remains “fragile” and 
tried to talk up the U.S.

Timothy Geithner said the 
United States will unwind 
the “extraordinary” policy 


measures it has taken only 
when conditions stabilize. 

The Federal Reserve has 
slashed its key interest rate 
to near zero per cent and 
pumped over a trillion dol¬ 
lars into the markets to 
sustain liquidity and free 
up lending, while the Oba¬ 
ma administration enacted 
a near $800 billion pack¬ 
age of spending increases 
and tax cuts to prop up the

Regulators decide on more bank closures in U.S.

failure Regulators have 
shut Warren Bank in War¬ 
ren, Mich., and two small 
banks in Colorado and 
Minnesota, boosting the 
number of failed U.S. 
banks this year to 98 as 
loan defaults rise in the 
worst financial climate in 
decades. 

The Federal Deposit In¬ 
surance Corp. took over 
Warren Bank, with about 
$538 million in assets and 
$501 million in deposits as 
of July 31. The Huntington 
National Bank, based in 
Columbus, Ohio, agreed to 
assume the deposits and 
about $83 million of the as¬ 
sets of the failed bank. The 
FDIC will retain the re¬ 
maining assets for later 
disposition. 

Warren Bank’s six 
branches will reopen Sat¬ 
urday as offices of Hunt¬ 
ington National Bank. 

The failure of Warren 
Bank is expected to cost 
the deposit insurance fund 
an estimated $275 million. 

Ninety-eight banks have 
failed so far this year as 


losses have mounted on 
commercial real estate and 
other soured loans in the 
wake of the financial crisis 
and the recession that has 
gripped the economy. The 
failures have cost the fund 
that insures bank deposits 


about $25 billion, the FDIC 
said last week. 

The fund has been so 
sapped by the wave of col¬ 
lapsing banks that it now 
has fallen into the red. The 
FDIC now expects the cost 
of bank failures to grow to 


about $100 billion over the 
next four years — up from 
an estimate of $70 billion 
made in the spring. Most 
of the $100 billion in costs 
are expected to come from 
failures this year and next. 
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GREYHOUND Talks are set to 
go next Wednesday to help 
save Greyhound services in 
northwestern Ontario. 

The company and Ontario 
Transportation Minister Jim 
Bradley will meet for an unde¬ 
termined length of time to 
work out a solution.

IFlC Canadians moved 
between $475-9 million and

It’s not from lack of qual¬ 
ity; it stems from the fact 
that MLS was created as an 
American domestic league 
with the express purpose 
of improving the U.S.

But now, with one Cana¬ 
dian team in and two more 
likely on the way for 2011, 
it’s time the league took a 
look at amending that rule 
because, despite what the 
U.S. nationalists will tell 
you, it’s in the league’s best 
interest to do so.

While the recent market 
meltdown has seen many 


experts calling for a re- 
evaluation of MBA educa¬ 
tion, several top Canadian 
MBA schools insist that 
greed, not management 
instruction, is to blame. 


With so many highly 
educated, MBA-wielding 
corporate leaders now 
mired in shame and guilt 
for their role in causing 
the market collapse, some 
powerhouse U.S. schools 
like Harvard and Stanford 
have quietly been talking 
about re-examining their 
teaching practices. 

Canadian schools how¬ 
ever remain adamant in 
their own curricula, 
propped up by Canada’s 
relatively soft landing in 
the recent plunge. 

At the Rotman School of 
Management at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, a dedi¬ 
cated course in Ethics has 
been a mandatory cur¬ 
riculum requirement for 
MBA students for the past 
five years. 

Richard Powers, associ¬ 
ate dean at Rotman, says 


that when it comes to 
training future leaders, 
schools like Rotman work 
hard to instil a sense of 
corporate responsibility 
upon students but ulti¬ 
mately can only lead a 
horse to water — they 
can’t force it to drink. 

“If anyone’s bent on 
fraud, they’re going to 
find a way. What we can 
do is teach students ethi¬ 
cal decision-making mod¬ 
els to give them the tools 
to make the right deci¬ 
sions,” Powers said. 

Don Melville, director 
of MBA and Masters pro¬ 


grams at the Desautels 
Faculty of Management at 
McGill University in Mon¬ 
treal, also feels MBA edu¬ 
cations aren't to blame for 
the human weaknesses 
that caused the crash. 

He believes Desautels’ 
MBA program, which in¬ 
cludes small classes and a 
focus on reflective discus¬ 
sion, is designed to give 
students a strong sense of 
duty. 

“I don’t think (the mar¬ 
ket crash) was an MBA is¬ 
sue, I feel it was a human 
issue. Some students are 
going to be in it for the 


money — our goal here is 
to teach that there’s 
something more than 
that,” Melville said. 

Melville also points out 
that many of the shamed 
leaders blamed for the 
current crisis graduated 
from their MBAs decades 
ago, long before the mod¬ 
ern wave of tightened out¬ 
looks on ethics. 

Wendy Ma, assistant 
dean and director of the 
MBA programs at the 
Sauder School of Business 
at the University of British 
Columbia, says the school 
has always been focused 
on corporate responsibili¬ 
ty and recent events have 
just added more ammuni¬ 
tion. “It’s like a bomb was 
dropped and a lot of peo¬ 
ple are saying ‘Let’s make 
sure this never happens 
again,”’ Ma said.

loved to paint and draw. 
His parents just recently 
painted over the mural he 
created on his old bed¬ 
room wall. 

But Davis had always 
worked for his dad at his 
car dealership in Tillson- 
burg, Ont., so he began 
full time when he fin¬ 
ished high school. 

Davis was good at his 
job. He was a top sales¬ 
man and, thanks partially 
to two university-level 
management programs 
he took in his 20s, helped 
the business weather 
some tough times. 

Then, 17 years ago, he 
went to a taxidermist’s 
shop to have a fish 
mounted. He began tin¬ 
kering with the tools 
and somehow knew 
instinctively what to 
do. So, he started 
learning the job. 

Eventually, Davis’s 
freelance work start¬ 
ed paying enough for 
him to quit his job ■ 
luckily his house was 
paid off and his wife had 
a full-time job. To 
avoid competing with 
the taxidermist who 
had taught him, Davis 
just worked with birds. 


His basement work¬ 
space is very simple: It’s 
unfinished except for flo- 
rescent lights over his 
workbench. Davis used to 
keep live birds so he 
could observe them as he 
created. Now, he sur¬ 
rounds himself with bird 
books and tacked up pic¬ 
tures of winged creatures. 
“Your brain absorbs infor¬ 
mation without you real¬ 
izing it.” 

Davis starts each project 
by making an incision 
along the belly of a dead 
bird — most clients are 
hunters but he’ll also 
mount birds he finds dead 
in the woods

nal work. Skulls in partic¬ 
ular can shrink over time. 
So he’s got his own collec¬ 
tion of custom-malce 
skeletons in plastic and 
foam core. 

He chooses the right 
size and shape for the 
bird he’s working on, 
builds it up, then puts the 
pelt on. Then it’s just a 
matter of sewing it all to¬ 
gether. 


Diane Peters once hawked magic pens at the 
Canadian National Exhibition. She's now a 
writer and part-time journalism instructor. 


Usually, the bird has 
been frozen soon after 
death and there’s little 
smell. 

He puts the pelt 

through two hand washes 
and then gives it a soak in 
naphtha fuel

Davis rarely uses real

Immigrants working in 
Canada may have a solid 
grasp of ordinary English, 
but find themselves 
baffled by workplace jar¬ 
gon. A pilot college 
program in Ontario aims 
to bridge this gap. 

The Occupation-specific 
Language Training (OSLT) 
is being tested in six occu¬ 
pational areas in 13 col¬ 
leges. It’s the first of its 
kind in Canada, according 
to Sara Katz, a consultant 
with Colleges Ontario. 

“It aims to fill the gap 
for people at the interme¬ 


diate level that need more 
than general language 
training and really want 
to concentrate on occupa¬ 
tion-specific language,” 
Katz says. 

“In the health-care sec¬ 
tor, it would be a lot 
around how a nurse 
would interact with 
clients, or patients. In the 
business sector, it would 
be about conducting your¬ 
self at meetings, how to 
make presentations, ap¬ 
propriate ways to leave 
voice mails and e-mail eti¬ 
quette.” 

A trained nurse who 
doesn’t know that 
“anuric” is a term for a pa¬ 
tient who’s not producing 
urine and might need dial¬ 
ysis will struggle to find 
work. OSLT will give him 
the required jargon. 

Jan Carter, manager of 


immigrant education at 
George Brown College, 
says it’s also about making 
visible the invisible lan¬ 
guage Ontario workers 
take for granted. 

“It’s social, cultural and 
linguistics training,” she 
explains. “It’s designed for 
people who already have 


the skills, but what they 
don’t have is experience 
working in (Canada).” 

Someone whose only ex¬ 
perience working in Cana¬ 
da was in an office might 
be taken aback by the 
saltier language of a con¬ 
struction site. Unpre¬ 
pared, they might take it 


as a far more serious issue 
than it is intended to be. 

“The skills are very spe¬ 
cific to the sector. For con¬ 
struction in particular, it’s 
how to work with coworlc- 
ers and clients, supervi¬ 
sors and really under¬ 
standing the differences 
between directions, ap¬ 
provals and making re¬ 
quests,” she says. 

The courses are free to 
permanent residents and 
protected persons who are 
working in or want to re¬ 
enter an occupation relat¬ 
ed to the covered skilled 
trades, or those who want 
to enter into a program to 
study a trade.

Court Judge Mitchell 
Beckloff said Friday he was 
“very pleased” with the 
contents of a probate in¬ 
vestigator’s report detail¬ 
ing how the children are 
adjusting roughly three 
months after their father’s 
death. 

“It looks like the chil¬ 
dren are really doing won¬ 
derfully with their grand¬ 
mother guardian,” Beckloff 
said in brief comments on 
the report during a hear¬ 
ing Friday. 

Prince Michael, 12, Paris, 
11, and Prince II, 7, have 
been in Katherine Jack¬ 
son’s care since their fa¬ 
ther died in late June. 
Beckloff appointed Kather¬ 
ine Jackson as the chil-

dren’s permanent 

guardian in August and 
asked for an update on 
their conditions. 

In his 2002 will, Michael 
Jackson designated his 
mother as his choice to 
care for his children if he 
died. 

Beckloff sealed the re¬ 
port on the children and 
said he sees no need to get 


future updates. 

Jackson’s estate is paying 
a $60,000 per month 
stipend to care for and pro¬ 
tect the youngsters. 

Beckloff also increased 
the powers of two men 
currently administering 
Michael Jackson’s estate, a 
move made in part be¬ 
cause of the singer’s sub¬ 
stantial debts. 

Beckloff gave attorney 
John Branca and music ex¬ 
ecutive John McClain gen¬ 
eral powers over Jackson’s 
estate, which allow them 
to consider creditors’ 
claims. They can also enter 
into business deals that 
aren’t opposed by Kather¬ 
ine Jackson without 
Beckloff’s approval, and 
they can begin to repre¬ 
sent the estate in several 
court cases pending 
against the singer when he 
died.

Paul Plakas has seen a lot 
of laziness in his 18 years 
as a personal trainer and 
TV fitness expert. But 
nothing quite prepared 
him for the families he 
helped out on the fourth 
season of the series X- 
Weighted. 

“I’ve seen a few things 
that shocked me over the 
years, but every once and 
awhile ... wow,” says 
Plakas, from his Edmonton 
home. 

“There was this 15 or 16 
year old girl who sent out 
something like a thousand 
text messages a month. 
She’d text message her 
mom in the kitchen to see 
if dinner was ready. And 
her mom enabled her by 
texting back.” 

That’s just one example 
of the 13 families on board 
for the fourth season of X- 
Weighted, which turns its 
focus from individuals to 


families and the epidemic 
of fat kids in this country. 

According to Statistics 
Canada, there are three 
times as many overweight 
children in Canada as 25 
years ago. And while 
Plakas says things like 
stress and the rise of 


prepackaged foods have 
played a small role in that 
increase, he places much 
of the blame on the par¬ 
ents. 

“Mostly it’s the parents 
fault their kids are over¬ 
weight. It’s the parents 
who ultimately allow it to 


happen and create the 
lifestyle. You don’t find 
many fit kids living with 
fat parents.” 

The surprising thing that 
comes out of the new sea¬ 
son of X-Weighted is the 
emotional toll that body 
image has on kids — some 
of whom are as young as 
eleven. 

Though ultimately, the 
families get back on the 
road to healthy living, it 
can be a rough journey to 
watch. 

“It’s a tough season. It 
feels at times like an hour 
of crying. And when you 
see a kid distraught, it 
makes you distraught.” 

Plakas, who previously 
dispensed fitness advice on 
the Gemini-winning series 
Taking It Off, says he him¬ 
self must be constantly vig¬ 
ilant about what he eats — 
especially in public. 

“I get recognized all the 
time. So I’m very conscious 
of what I order in public. I 
remember someone 
caught me in a chocolate 
shop once and asked if I re¬ 
ally should be eating that. I 
had to agree — probably 
not.”
